(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby recognises the organisations mentioned in Schedule I annexed hereto 
as the agencies for the inspection of the minerals and ores specified in Schedule 
II annexed hereto prior to their export, subject to the condition that every such 
organisation shall give adequate facilities to an officer of the Export Inspection 
Council, duly authorised by the Council, to examine the method of inspection 
followed by that organisation in granting the certificate under sub-rule (4) of 
rule 4 of the Export of Minerals and Ores (Inspection) Rules, 1965.

S.O. 311)1.—Tn exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export- 
(Quality Control and Inspection) .-Act, 1963 (K2 of 1963), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may he called the Export 
of Minerals and Ores (Inspection) Rules, 1965. 

(2) They shall come Into force on 1st December, 1966, 

2. Definition. —In these rules "mineral or ore” means any of the minerals or 
ores specified in the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Basis of Inspection. —Inspection of mineral or ore intended for export shall 
be carried out with a view to seeing that the mineral or ore conforms to the- 
sperifieatlons stipulated in the export contract as declared by the exporter. 

4 . Procedure of Inspection,— ( 1 ) The exporter shall give intimation of the 
name and expected date of arrival of the vessel in which he intends to make 
shipment of the mineral or ore and also submit a declaration of the specifications 
stipulated in the export contract, to any of the agencies recognised for the purpose 
under section 7 of the Export (-Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 
1963), (hereinafter referred to as the inspection agency) to enable it to carry 
out the inspection in accordance with these rules. 

(2) Every intimation and declaration under sub-rule (1) shall be given not 
less than seven days, before the date of shipment. 

(3) On receipt of the Intimation and declaration under sub-rule (2), the 
inspection agency shall inspect the consignment of the mineral or ore to be 
exported and draw samples therefrom with a view to seeing that the mineral 
or ore conforms to the specifications stipulated in the export contract. 

(4) If after inspection, the Inspection agency is satisfied that the consign¬ 
ment of mineral or ore to be exported conforms to the specifications stipulated 
in the export contract. It shall issue a certificate declaring the consignment as 
exportworthy. 

5. Place of Inspection.—Every inspection of mineral or ore under these rules 
shall be carried out at the port of shipment. 

6. Appeal.—(1) Any person aggrieved by the decision to issue a ceitlflcate 
under sub-rule (4) of rule 4, may, within ten days of the receipt of the commu¬ 
nication of such decision, prefer an appeal to a panel or experts consisting of 
not less than three persons appointed for the purpose by the Central Govern¬ 
ment. 

(2) The decision of the panel on such appeal shall be final. 

7. Fees.—Subject to a minimum of Rs. 206/- for each consignment, a fee 
at the rate of 30 paise per tonne shall be charged as inspection fee under these 
rules,

S.O. 3153.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Export 
of Manganese Ore and Iron Ore (Inspection) Rules, 1965. 

(2) They shall come into force on 1st December, 1965, 

2. Basis of Inspection.—Inspection of manganese ore or iron 0 re Intended for 
export shall be carried out with a view to see whether the manganese ore or 
iron ore conforms to the specifications stipulated in the export contract as 
declared by the exporter. 

3. Procedure of Inspection.—(1) The exporter shall give intimation of the 
name and expected date of arrival of the vessel In which he intends to make 
shipment cf the manganese ore or iron ore and also submit a declaration of the 
specifications stipulated in the export contract to any of the agencies recognised 
for the purpose under section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), (hereinafter referred to as the Inspection agency) to 
enable It to carry out the Inspection In accordance with these rules. 

(2) Every intimation and declaration under sub-rule (1) shall be given not 
less than two days before the date of shipment. 

(3) On recclnt of the intimation and declaration under sub-rule (2), the ins¬ 
pection agency shall Inspect the consignment of the *nanganese ore or iron ore 
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to be exported and raw samples therefrom with a vfew to see whether the'" 
manganese ore or Iron ore conforms to the specifications stipulated in the export 
contract. 

(4) After the inspection of the manganese ore or iron ore Is over at the last 
port of loading, the Inspection agency shall send a report containing the result 
of its inspection to the buyer so as to reach him on any date not later than the 
date on which the manganese ore or iron ore Is expected to reach the buyer 
and a copy of the same shall be sent to the exporter and the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Commerce, 

4. Place otf Inspection. —Every inspection of manganese ore.or iron ere under 
these rules shall be carried out at the port of shipment. 

5. Appeal.—(1) Any person aggrieved by the report of the Inspection agency 
under rule 3 may, within ten days of the receipt of the communication of such 
report, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts consisting of not less than three 
persons appointed for the purpose by the Central Government. 

(2) The decision of the panel on such appeal be final. 

6. Fees. —The following fees shall be charged for inspection of manganese or 
and iron ore under these rules.
